port yesterday by the steamer Prince 
Arthur.

Ifamlliis in the Hazleton region who 
are In needy circumstances. 


The delegates to the convention have 


all sorts of instructions from th&ir local 
unions on the proportion of the opera- 
tors. 
It is learned that most of them 


will vote to reject the 10 percent Increaaa 
unless thte operators make further con- 
cessions. 
Many of the miners will not 


favor the advanc* unless the operators 
give a guarantee that the increase will 
be kept In force for a fined length o< 
time; others want the union recognized 
before they will accept tlie proposition, 
•while not a few in&ist upon concessions 
in the other grievances. 


The belief Is general that In the ab-

New York city.

•aid Mr. Stern to a Times Interviewer. 
"On none of my trips abroad have I 
enjoyed myself so much, and my du- 
ties as commissioner were not onerous 
enough to entirely Interfere with my 
sightseeing. 


"There Is a great deal to say about 


the exposition, It certainly as a whole 
was a* great success, and, although 
Ideas may differ- on some points con- 
nected with it, my feeling is that It 
came up to expectations, and the 
American exhibitors have every reason 
to feel satisfied with the recognition 
they received. I believe that next to 
France they received the highest num- 
ber-of medals and awards. 


"It may be true In a measnm that 


the older manufacturers, especially 
those who took honors at the exposi- 
tion of 1889, did not make such a 
strenuous effort in competition as did 
their younger competitors, being sat- 
isfied with'past honors. The awards 
w«re made in almost- every instance 
for merit rather than favor. Here.and 
there It is possible that some favor 
was shown.,-but rarely did the best ex- 
hibits fail to carry off awards. 


"As to the value of exposition there 


eeems to me to be no doubt that while 
they are good things they have by no 
means the value that they had 15 or 
20 years ago. 
The reason for this is 


plain. 
The world has grown very 


small in late years, and buyers know 
exactly where the best In this or that 
product is to be had and who the man- 
ufacturer is. The result is that little 
Is shown to the buyer of products with 
which he was not already familiar. 


"Yes, the American building has been 


much criticised, but I do not think that 
In every instance the criticism has 
been fair. The critics have not paused 
long enough to go to the bottom. It Is 
true that the British and German 
buildings, for instance,* were much 
nsore artistic, but this is true only of 
their interiors. Both of these countries 
had priceless art treasures to draw 
upon. Valuable tapestries were hung 
on the walls, and the best of what 
was in their national museums was 
transferred to their buildings. We had 
no such fund to draw from, and when 
these things are" taken into considera- 
tion I think it will, be generally ad- 
mitted that we did as well as any 
other country. 


"It is to our credit that our building 


was not a huge shop, as were so man7 
of thfr foreign buildings. Nothing was 
(gold in the United States building, 
which was simply a meeting place for 


'Americans, u iitiU Its postomce, where 
Americans could get their mall. There 
wtre meeting rooms 'and committee 
rooms, and hi every way It fulfilled 
its requirements. 


"While I am on the subject of the 


American building, I want to say that 
it Buffcrtd inore than any other by the 
crowding together of buildings. The 
best view of It, that from the Alexan- 
der bridge/ was entirely shut off by*the 
Turkish building, which stood direct* 
ly In Us way. 


"The exposition suffer*dj>y compari- 


son with the Chicago World's fair 
mainly on account of the way the 
buildings In the Paris inclosure were 
crowded together. In Chicago there 
was plenty of room, and bad there 
been as much space in Paris the beau- 
ty of the exposition would have been 
greatly enhanced. The machinery and 
agricultural exhibits in the United 
States section, were objects of the 
widest attention, and I understand that 
all of toese exhibits have lieen sold. 
The other exhibitors, however, are 
much disappointed at the smallness of 
the orders received by them." 


Mr. Stern said that the part of the 


exposition which made the''strongest 
Impression on him were tbe two art 
palaces, which are to be permanent 
buildings and which, he said, were 
well worth a visit, even If the rest of 
the exposition were gone. No words. 
he said, could adequately express the 
beauty and grandeur of these art pal- 
aces and the treasures they contained. 


Of the Paris underground railway 


system Mr. Stern spoke in terms of the 
highest praise. "It is .a great success." 
he said, "and, while the trains do not 
make what would be fast time to ns 
and there is the drawback of no eleva- 
tors,- yet the tunnel is excellently light- 
ed, and there is plenty of good, pure 
air. The fare Is 4 cents. 


"I heard also that France was a very 


rich country," be said. "I was told by 
prominent bankers that the Bank of 
France had ijj its vaults more gold 
than England, Germany and Bussia 
combined. 
Speaking of Germany, it 


might be well to say that the exposi- 
tion has done more to wipe out the old 
feeling between that country and 
France than any other thing. 
Thou- 


sands of Germans visited the exposi- 
tion and were delighted with what 
they saw. In fact, I believe that the 
greatest number of 'foreign visitors 
came from Germany."

DEATH OF CENTENABIAN. 


tlrs. Jonathan Fish Dies at Embarrass, 


Wis., at the Age of 101 Years, 


Mrs. Asenath Fish, the aged lady 


xrho recently visited her r»ld home here, 
died Monday, September 17, at 
her 


home in Embarrass, Wis., at the ex- 
treme age of 101 years, 7 days, having 
celebrated her birthdav on the 10th day 
of last month. 


Miss Asenath Sheldon was born In 


Adams, Mass., September 10, 1799, 
about three months before the death 
of'Washington, the flrst president. In 
IS16 she was married to Jonathan Fish 
and In 1837 they drove overland with 
team and wagon to Warrenville. 111., 
with a determination to make them a 
home in the west, which was then a 
wilderness. Not beins suited with the 
location at Warrenville, in April, 1838, 
they moved to southern Wisconsin and 
located in the town of Walworth, near 
the state line, ereetina here the flrst 
house on Big Focrt Prairie. 


Mrs. Fish was left a widow by the 


death of her husband in 1881, but ohe 
was not left entirely alone, her niece, 
Miss Julia Howland, caring for her, 
After a residence of 60 years in the 
town of "Walworth and at the ase of 
D9 years, Mrs. Fish with Miss Howland 
moved to Embarrass, where they have 
since lived. 


During their early residence In the 


west Mr. and Mrs. Fish drove back to 
their old home In Massachusetts and 
returned again to Wisconsin with the 
eame team with which they first came 
•west. Mrs. Fish's grandfather, John 
Sheldon, was a hero of the revolution, 
end at her death she still had J6 in 
Continental currency which he received 
as pay for his services as a soldier in 
that war. Mrs. Fish remembered well 
several incidents of the war of 1812 and 
of seeing British soldiers captured by 
the Americans. 


The remains of Mrs. Fish arrived In 


Walworth Wednesday and the funeral 
will be held today from the home of 
her nelce, Mrs. Phebe Maaeon. Tnter- 
*nent wil Itake place at the Big Foot 
cemetery.—Delevan (Wis.) Republican.

WHATTHEKYMOGRAPHDOES 


Dincloiea tbe Inner Nature of a Per- 


Miss Francos Kellor, a young woman 


enrolled as a student in the graduate 
dtpartment of the University of Chi- 
cago, la conducting a series of novel 
experiments that attract widespread 
attention, says a Chicago dispatch to 
the New York Tribune. Her -work Is 
all the more Interesting because It is 
being accomplished by the use of an 
instrutoent that is little short of mar- 
velous. The device used is known as a" 
kymograph, and it Is only recently thnt 
Its possibilities came to be recognized 
through Miss Kellor's Investigations. 
The kymograph will tell exactly to 
•what extent a person Is suceptible of 
emotions and passions. It will indicate 
the capacity to bate, to endure pain, to 
love and to remember. It will tell also 
the extent of vanity or modesty. In 
short, it will disclose precisely who and 
what a person is In spite of any at- 
tempt to keep the innermost nature in 
concealment This peculiar contrivance 
will furnish an accurate chart of n 
person's character. 


Miss Kellor's erperiments with tin- 


instrument extend over a period of 
four years. Her subjects have bon. 
prisoners in the penitentiaries of man- 
Elates of New England and the soul! 
and the illiterate people of various I. 
calities, particularly the negroes of 1' 
cotton states. Her object is to ontsi 
a standard of measurement by which , 
will be possible to consult the chart c. 
a given person and know positive-!; 
whether that person is criminal or hoii 
est 


Miss Kellor began experiment:1.'; 


four years ago at Cornell universit;, 
Ithaca, N. T., where she became Inter 
estec! !n the -work and made It a life 
study.

TYPES AHD CUSTOMS TO BE SHOWN. 


fb« Aborigine *n« HI* I/tfo ft Be 


Illnitmted a* Never Ttam Been At- 


• tempted Before—A. Lwrgre Indian 


Village, » MX NntloBB Exhibit, and 
DmaccB to Be Show*. 
The Pan-American exposition would 


•tarcely be worthy uf its name dkl it 
neglect to illustrate so Important a sub- 
ject as the aboriginal inhabitants of 
the new world, their customs, institu- 
tions and daily life. Tbe great exposi- 
tion to be held at Buffalo next summer 
will therefore give especial attention to 
this subject arid aim to present !t on a 
more extensive, scientific and popular 
scale than has ever been attempted be- 
fore. 


Object lessons in the life, customs 


and history of the aborigines of the 
various portions of the continent will 
be given-chlefly in four departments of 
tbe exposition^ In the exhibits of the 
building devoted to ethnology and 
archeology, in tbe Indian congress on 
tbe Midway, In the Six Nations village 
and by means of the mounds intended 
to reproduce some of the best known 
and most typical of the works of tbe 
mound builders of North America. 


The building devoted to exhibits In 


ethnology and archreology will be filled 
with relics of the occupancy by the red 
men of the continent of America. The 
museums of the United States, Canada, 
Mexico and South America will con- 
tribute generously of their priceless 
treasures to make this exhibit the most 
complete ever collected for a similar 
purpose, and to the student and, in- 
deed, every thoughtful person the re- 
mains of the aborigines here gathered 
will be full of interest and significance. 


In tbe ethnology building itself tbe 


collections will be such as to attract 
and instruct both the student of eth- 
nology and archaeology and the aver- 
age visitor who knows little of such 
study. That is to say, they will be sci- 
entific In character, but popular in their 
manner of presentation. For instance, 
there will be an art gallery In which 
will be paintings representing with as 
great a degree as possible of historical 
accuracy the life of the prehistoric 
peoples of America and the scenes 
which Columbus and his contemporaries 
witnessed when they visited the shores 
of North America and beheld in Cen- 
tral and South America the cities of 
tlie Aztecs and ancient Peruvians. An- 
other feature of a popular character 
will be the large model on the ground 
floor portraying the historic Niagara 
frontier and showing the sites of some 
CO aboriginal villages. Real water will 
flow through the Niagara river, and 
the c.impfires will be represented at 
night by red incandescent lights. By 
graphophones and possibly the kineto- 
scope vivid reproduction of many rites 
and ceremonies of Indians of the pres- 
ent day may be given. The collections 
on the main floor will consist chiefly of 
exhibits from large museums of the 
United States and from those of Canada 
and Latin American countries portray- 
ing tbe archaeology of the United 
States, including Alaska; of British 
America, Mexico and Central America 
and the South American countries 
which are prolific In the relics of the 
semicivilizatlon of prehistoric times. 


The co-operation has been secured of 


such bodies as the Smithsonian institu- 
tion, the American Museum of Natural 
History, the Peabody museum, the 
University of Pennsylvania, the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and the Buffalo So- 
ciety of Natural Sciences. The minis- 
ters of the various South American 
countries are co-operating with the di- 
rector general of the exposition and 
the superintendent of ethnology, and It 
Is now certain that a large amount of 
valuable, archaeological mater^l -will 
thus be secured. Through the co-oper- 
ation of tKo departments of agriculture 
and horticulture exhibits will also be 
made of the plants cultivated in both 
North and South America before the 
great discovery.

are 
practiced 


much as they were when what is now 
known as the Niagara frontier was, so 
far as the white man was concerned, a 
wilderness unknown and unexplored. 


There is much misapprehension as to 


the dances of the Indians. Compara- 
tively few understand that they are of 
the nature of religious ceremonies and 
are observed in somewhat the same 
spirit as the different festivals of the 
Church among Christians. The Six Na- 
tions dance was observed by the Sen- 
tea Indians of the Tonawanda reserva- 
tion during tbe week of Sept 16. There 
will be many Tndlans from this reser- 
vation In tht Six Nations village on the 
grounds of th« Pan-Anwriean exposi- 
tion, and the various ceremonies of this 
festival as well as of others will b* 
there reproduced. 1%e moat «xteas!ve 
Indian exhibit on ths grounds and tit* 
most interesting and comprehensive 
exhibit of Its kind ever shows will be 
the Indian congress on the Midway, 
which, by tbe way, lias no connection 
with tbe Six Nations exhibit, which is 
made by the exposition and la no con- 
cession,—XMward Hals Brash.

North Adams. Despair Writ.

A traveler returning from central 


Berkshire this afternoon reports pas- 
sing through a place deserted, where 
the stores were closed, public build- 
ings draped in black, flags at half staff, 
and «pecia! service being held In the 
churches. The sun was obscured by 
heavy clouds, and the trees were bare 
of leaves -nhieh filled the 
deserted 


streets. 
The sign over the door of 


the railroad station bore this napie, 
"Pittsfiela." 


For purposes of IdemftJcation Pitts- 


field may be described as follows: 


"Pittsfleld," a small city in central 


Berkshire, Mass., pop. in 1900, 21,766. 
two railroads, two telegraph offices and 
a newspaper or two. Twenty miles 
from North Adams, on branch of Bos- 
ton and Albany." 


The cause of all this gloom In what 


was once a cheerful community is the 
simple statement, "population in 1900, 
21.766." This is the official return of 
the census, as received by Mayor Rus- 
sell last evening from th? census de- 
patnient. This is over 2000 less thgn 
the city has been expecting, and is a 
blow from which the city may never 
recover. 


When the population of North Ad- 


ams was announced as 24,200, Pitts- 
field immediately announced that its 
figures would be 23,900, accepting at 
that time the fact that North Adams 
was the larger. But the news that this 
city is 2434 larger than Pittsfleld was 
too much, too much. 
The returned 


traveler from Pittsfield quoted above 
may have been a little imaginative, 
but it is certain that his word picture 
expresses the feelings %of the residents 
of the unfortunate community. 


This population of 21,766 is an In- 


crease of only 4485 since 1890, when 
the city had a population off 1",281. 
This is an increase of 20.5 per cent in 
10 years, as against an increase in this 
city of 50.55 ner cent. The state census 
'of 1895 gave Pittsffald 20,461, mak- 
ing the increase in the last five years 
only 5.9 per cent. 


In comparing the populations of this 


city and Pittsfield, the question has 
been asked frequently today as to 
vvhether the figures given to Congress- 
man Lav rcnce from the census de- 
partment are authoritative. Ongress- 
man I,awrence was seen this after- 
noon, and said that 
the statement 


catne to him direct from the chief sta- 
tistician ir Washington, and that they 
were given as the exact figures. There 
need therefore be no hesitation in ac- 
cepting them as authoritative-. 


Pittsfield's claim of 23,900 wa» evl- 


dentlv made on a guess, and a wild one 
at that. 


The county seat may now set all the 
sa,1fis|aation ?:hat It can from the 
fact that this city annexed a part of 
Blackinton with some 700 people this 
year. They are welcome to the satis- 
faction, and we freely suggest it to the 
afflicted city as partial conaolotion. 
Substracting that 700, North, Adams 
would be only about 1700 larger than 
Pittsfield. 


What are technically known as the 


official figures will come onlv when the 
population of the stale is announced 
,.•= the department is now doing as ra;->- 
idl; 
as possible, Connecticut having 


been prmounced yesterdTay.

SECOND'S FIELD DAY 


Building a Bridge the Chief Occupation.

L L BROWN TESTIFIES 


Most 
Interesting Day Yet 


Famous Hearing 


In the 


It was one of the most important 


daya in the L. L. Brown bearing yes- 
terday and a great many facts of in- 
terest were brought out in connection 
with the case. 
The morning session 


opened with the continued direct ex- 
amination of the defendant by his at- 
torney, C. H. William*. He said that 
he first learned of certain credit bal- 
aces in March. 1891. About that time 
he had a talk with Treasurer A, B. 
Daniels, who said that there were er- 
rors in the books. A large »art of the 
morning session was taken up going 
over charges. Certain deeds were in- 
troduced to L,.' L. Brown & Co. and 
from the L. L. Brown company to the 
I*. L. Brown paper company. 


This closed the direct examination 


for the present, and just before ad- 
journment was taken for dinner. Law- 
yer William H. Brooks oegan the cross- 
examination. Mr. Brown said that he 
knew nothing of the whereabouts of 
the books of the L. L. Brown & Co.. 
in' which he testified to having made 
certain entries. 


He considered the real estate and 


machinery of the old concern of L. L. 
Brofrn & Co. in 1873, the year the cor- 
poration was organized, would inven- 
tory About $400,000. In 1881 it inven- 
toried from $600,000 to $700,000, and in 
1891 from $800,000 to $1,000,000. He was 
shown a certain sworn statement to a 
commissioner 'of corporation on De- 
cember ?6, 1890, signed by him as pres- 
ident, wherein it was stated, that the 
property -was worth $500,000. He said 
when 
he 
made the statement he 


thought it was true. 
Asked how he 


could shew 141 checks shown him wera 
for the benefit of the L. L. Brown »a- 
per company, ha could not state. 


He said he was a stockholder in the 


J. G. Shaw comnany and the national 
blank book company, but could not tell 
their oapitahtizion nor ttie amount of 
hia own holdings. He said he was a 
one-third owner in the Renfrew manu- 
facturing company of Adams and the 
old Freeman manufacturing company 
of this city; but did not know how 
many shares he had. In all he was 
personally 
Interested 
and furnished 


money for them. He provided the cap- 
ital for the American zylonite com- 
pany, and also held interests in the 
Zylonite comb and brush company, the 
Zylonite novelty company and 
the 


United zyionite companies. Although 
furnishin money for the concerns, he 
could n'ot tell how large was their capi- 
tal nor how much his own Holdings 
were. He was also a stockholder in 
the 
Cheshire 
shoe 
company. 
Mr. 


Brooks showed a number of checks 
and notes signed by the treasurer of 
the L. L. Brown paper company, and 
he admitted that this was contrary to 
the by-laws. He was shown 83 checks, 
aggregating nearly or quite $1,000,000 
drawn by him personally on the First 
national bank of Adams, and these 
checks were being considered when the 
examination closed. 
Mr. Brown was 


cross examined today further on sev- 
eral important matters.

John Donley Stole Watch 


From David Benack at 


City Farm 


FOLLOWED BY THE Oln MAN 


Caught In Adams While Waiting for 
Train. 
Was Fleeing From Another 


Charge. Given Light Sentence 


in District Ceurl Today 


John Donley, giving his residence at 


Burlington, Vt., was arrested in Ad- 
ams last evening, after having robbed 
David Benack, an'aged inmate of the 
ciy farm, of a silver watch. The rob- 
bery was particularly brutal, as Be- 
nack is 76 years old, and feeble, and 
it was under the guise of friendship 
that the robbery was committed. 


D-'nley has been in this city as 


agent for the American wringer com- 
pany, and while in that capacity pock- 
eted $10.30 belonging to the company. 
A warrant for his arrest was sworn 
out by Patrick H. Gallagher of Pitts- 
field, general agent of the company. 
But Donley heard that he was wanted, 
and started to escape, walking- to Ad- 
ams by the east road. 


Near the city farm he met Benack 


and openel conversation with him. 
Benack thought his new companion a 
pleasant man, and together they sat 
down on the grass. 
Finally Donley 


asked Benack what time it was. and 
Benack took out his watch. 
Donley 


asked to see it and soon after got UD 
and started away. Benack called af- 
ter him, asking for his watch, but 
Donley answered that he hadn't got it, 
and kept on. Benack was too feeble 
to catch Donley, but as the latter went 
south, Benack took the cross path to 
the street railway, and took the next 
car to Adams to see the police there. 
A short distance below, Donley, who 
had crossed on the road, took the same 
car. 


They rode onl together to Adams, and 


there Donley got off, refusing to give, 
up the watch. Benack got off also, and 
began to look for an officer, meanwhile 
following Donley as best he could. The 
old man's anxiety 
soon attracted a 


young man who was passirfe, and the 
latter asked what the trouble was. Be- 
nack told him, and the young man im- 
mediately notified an officer. There was 
a good description of Donley, and with- 
in a short time Officer Brodeur 
and 


Chief Curran foumd him at the railroad 
station, apparently waiting for a train. 


He was arrested, and the police of 


this city notified. Officer Reagan went 
to Adams, and brought the man to this 
city. Here the warrant charging him 
with the larceny of montey was served, 
and this morning he was in court on 
two charges. 
On the charge of the 


larceny of money he pleaded guilty, 
and was sentenced to 
jail for two 


months. He pleaded not guilty onl the 
charge of the larceny of the watch, and 
was tried. Benack testified as to the 
theft, while Donley's only defense was 
that he found the watch. The watch 
had been found 
on Donley's person 


whenl he was arrested, and the evidence 
was conclusive, and he was found 
guilty. 


Chief Dinneen spoke briefly on the 


case, calling attention to the nature of 
the crime against the helpless old man. 
The sententee for this was the same as 
for the other, two months in jail, so 
that he was taken down today to serve 
four months.
